Prices Are Good

When the price of beef is high and 


the dairyman is keeping a herd of 
grade cows, a financial advantage 
may be gained by adding a beef sire 
to the herd and raising baby beef an- 
imals, as a sideline, according to the 
conclusion of cattle experts of the 
college of agriculture, based upon 
experiments running through three 
years. 


With beef higher than at any time 


since the war the plan of crossing 
breeds is arousing interest among 
middle western farmers, is one of as- 
surances given out by J. G. Fuller, 
animal husbandman of the college. 


"In the 
experiments, 
Holstein 


cows were crossed with Aberdeen 
Angus sires,' said. Mr. Fuller. "The 


•oss-bred calves were 
uniformly, 


black in color, polled or with horns, 
and resembled to a striking degree 
the compact 
blocky type of their 


sires. Calves of such preponderant 
beef type can be finished for good to 
choice baby beef in about 15 months. 


Part of the herd can be milked in 


the usual manner, either by hand or 
machine, and a few of the cows used 
to nurse the calves. A Holstein cow 
producing' 6,000 pounds of milk^an- 
nually Is able to nurse two or three 
calves that should develop into high 
quality baby beef- 


Crossing- dairy cows with a beef 


sire lends itself to farm where there 
is a shortage of labor for miiking 
the herd. This plan could be put to 
•wide use in Wisconsin because of 
the large percentage of cows which 
are of dairy breeding.

ARE CLEARED OF SNOW 


to 36 states, 
where snowfall is 


heavy, 111,645 miles of main high- 
ways were cleared during the winter 
of 1927-28, according to reports re- 
ceived by the 
Bureau of Public 


Roads of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Ever since the practice of remov- 


ing snow from highways began in 
1921-1922, there has been a steady 
improvement in machines and equip- 
ment available, with an increased 
amount of equipment every year. In 
the six years, the use of truck plows 
has grown from 184 to 3.412: the 
number of tractor plows from 281 to 
1.275. 
Since both types multiplied 


more than elevenfold, and since road 
mileage cleared increased only about 
fourfold, indications point to a greats 
er completeness of snow removal. 
The use. during the past season, of 
less than half the number ot grad- 
ers employed in the previous year 
indicates that the grader has been 
found Jess effective than the track 
and tractor plows.

Cen- 
tralized car market supplies were 
light and rather firmly held, but 
buyers were conservative and trade 
was slow. Cold storage holdings of 
butter on Nov. 8 at the four princi- 
pal markets amounted to 42,091,181 
pounds as compared with 62,199,5'iO 
pounds on the same -\\eek days !ast 
year. Butter prices are 2U cents 
higher than last year nt this time. 


According to sroveinment reports 


the statistical this year is compar- 
able to that of 1924 so far as stor- 
age stocks and production are con- 
cerned. 
The price 
differential be- 


tween June and October makes it far 
from being satisfactory for any lar.se 
blocks of cheese goin? out of stor- 
age. Present board prices are those 
which prevailed in June, 
notwith- 


standing carrying charges and Insur- 
ance. 
It is reported that weather 


conditions In the producing terri- 
tories are unfavorable and It is prob- 
able that production will show more 
than a seasonable shrinkage in the 
near future. Cold storage holdings of 
cheese at the four principal markets 
on November 8 amount eel to 17,763,- 
317 pounds as compared with 12.31T.- 
602 pounds on the same week day 
last year. Cheese prices are 3% cents 
lower than last year at this time. 


Prices advanced to hisrher levels 


early in the week as a iPsuit of un- 
usually light receipts. Shipping- de- 
mand was light and most of the pain 
was erased toward the clo.se of the 
week. Prices on the heavier kind are 
10 cents and on the lighter weights 
10 to 25 cents lower than at 
close of the previous week, 
prices are 15 cents than last 
at this time.

START THE SEWER SYSTEM 
The common council is now work- 


ing on next year's city" budget. Among 
the appropriations;!!: will consider is 
one which would perrnit starting con- 
struction of the sanitary and 
storm 


water.sewerage system as outlined in 
1926 by. W. G. Kirchoffer, sanitary 
and hydraulic engineer. 


Completion of the system will re- 


quire about five years, it is estimated 
by city officials. The undertaking is 
large, and must be carried out in sep- 
arate, distinct steps. 


The plan provides for separation of 


sanitary and storm water systems. 
The storm water would be dumped in- 
to the river as it now is. The sanitary 
sewage would be diverted into a sew- 
age disposal plant' proposed for 
the 


northeast limits of the city. 
-/ A main intercepting sewer starting 
at the outlet of the Masqn-st sewer 
and running along^the .north bank of 
the Fox river to the* plant would dis- 
pose 
Kof all sewage from that part' :of 


the city, on the north side of the river. 
Later^n a similar interceptor- would 
be laid on the opposite bank to handle 
sewage from the south side of the city. 


The first step in the system is a 


main interceptor from the Masoii-st 
sewer outlet to a point near Jackman- 
st and below the intake pipe of the 
city waterworks plant., This can be ac- 
complished in one year at a cost esti- 
mated from- $40,000 to $45,000. 


With the initial step out of the way, 


the principal objections to'\the present 
system, voiced by the state board of 
health,-would be remedied. 
The re- 


maining work could be completed as 
rapidly1 as the city was able to finance

Under the system" now in operation, 


two sewers disposing of both sanitary 
sewage and storm water are located 
above the waterworks intake pipe, one 
at a point close" to the intake pipe. It 
is this fact more than any other that 
caused the board of health to condemn 
the system. Of course, the 
purifying 


process at the water plant eliminates 
danger of contagion, but the danger is 
always present and must be remedied. 


Although city officials are acquaint- 


ed with the circumstances, they have 
put off action correcting this condition 
for several 3rears. 
Each year they 


promised the board of health 
would begin the remedial work, 
each year have delayed action. 


The state board will not stand for 


neglect of this matter much longer. 
Another' delay is apt to bring a defi- 
nite ordef to proceed vclih the plans. 
It wiH be better by far if the city 
makes due preparation, rather than 
take the chance of being caught with- 
out any available 0101103-. The council 
will be acting wisely jf it makes this 
appropriation for next year.

the flower beds in the back yard of 
one of the show places In this fash- 
ionable winter resort. 


And while he thoroughly enjoys 


himself he professes no worry what- 
ever about the future of the business 
that made It possible for him to 
follow all the enjoyable pursuits of 
a man who is set for the rest of his 
days. 


Why doesn't he worry when every- 


one insists that the business of pro- 
fessional fighting has gone to pot? 
He says he has no worry because 
Dempsey Is going 
to fight for him 


again. 


"Dempsey will be In there again 


next summer in New York and it 
will be worth a half million dollars 
for him to fight the fellow that 
comes out of that elimination se- 
ries," Rickard said.
